Further arrests in 
Ali murder inquiry 

FIVE people arrested last week 
in connection with the death of 
a 20-year-old man who was 
stabbed to death in Tottenham 
earlier this month have been 
bailed. 

Police launched a murder 
investigation after Ibrahim A1 i, 
right, died of his injuries soon 
after being stabbed at a party in 
Stamford Close, off Broad Lane, in the early hours 
of Sunday March 10. 

Last Wednesday detectives arrested three men, 
aged 27,22 and 22, and two women aged 32 and 24. 

They were taken to police stations in north Lon¬ 
don and Hertfordshire and have now been bailed to 
return on April 30. 

Four men had been arrested previously in con¬ 
nection with the incident. Three have been bailed 
until dates in April and the fourth is due to reap¬ 
pear at a north London police station this week. 

Another man, aged 21, arrested at the scene of 
the incident for being drunk and disorderly was 
released. 

An incident room has been opened under Detec¬ 
tive Chief Inspector Matt Bonner, of the Homicide 
and Serious Crime Command. Anyone with 
information should call 101 or Crimestoppers 
anonymously on 0800 555 111. 

Fallon manslaughter 
accused in the dock 

A MAN has appeared in court 
charged with the manslaughter 
of Matthew Fallon in Finsbury 
Park last week. 

Leroy English, 35, of Hind 
House, Hornsey Road, Hol¬ 
loway, appeared at Highbury 
Corner Magistrates’ Court on 
Monday charged over the death 
of the 45-year-old. 

Mr Fallon, of Garwood Close, Tottenham, 
pictured, was found unconscious in Isledon Road 
by police at 7.50pm last Tuesday. He was taken to 
the Royal Free Hospital, in Hampstead, where he 
died two days later. 

English was remanded in custody ahead of a trial 
at Blackfriars Crown Court on a date and time to 
be confirmed. 
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MUSWELL Hill police station is to be 
closed under plans unveiled this week. 

Despite a campaign by residents and the 
borough’s Liberal Democrats, it was announced 
on Monday that the volunteer-run station in 
Fortis Green will shut. 

As part of the Mayor of London’s police and 
crime plan, Wood Green and Hornsey police 
stations will have their opening hours reduced to 
day times only. 

But following weeks of consultation, it has 
been announced that Tottenham police station, 
in High Road, will remain open 24 hours a day. 

Police will be setting up three contact points 
in libraries and shops across the borough. 

Already confirmed is a contact point at The 
Collection Point, in Crouch Hall Road. It will 
open on Wednesdays and Thursdays from 7pm 
to 8pm and on Saturdays from 2pm to 3pm. 

Hornsey and Wood Green Liberal Democrat 
MP Lynne Featherstone said she was disap¬ 
pointed with the decision. 

She said: “We conducted a survey and the 
response was overwhelmingly against a 
reduction in front counter services. 

“We were very clear in our campaigning that 
opening hours at our local stations should not be 
reduced and that a front counter should be 
retained in the Muswell Hill area. 

“That’s why the final plan is a great 


disappointment. It will now be harder for 
residents to report crimes at a front counter.” 

Tottenham Labour MP David Lammy also 
expressed disappointment at the reduction in 
opening hours, but welcomed the reprieve for 
Tottenham police station. 

He said: “I’m glad the mayor has made a 
U-turn and decided that Tottenham needs a 24- 
hour station after all. 

“You simply cannot have the police withdraw¬ 
ing from Tottenham only 18 months after the 
riots. It would send completely the wrong 
message to residents and businesses. 

“But even though Tottenham has been saved, 
many other police stations across Haringey and 
London are being shut down or downgraded. 

“Whatever alternative is proposed, whether 
social media or police counters in coffee 
shops, it will be no substitute for a permanent, 
24-hour building. 

“If you want to stay on top of gang crime or 
break up human trafficking rackets, you need a 
place where people feel safe and secure where 
they can report those crimes and reaching them 
needs to be convenient. 

“People won’t tweet their local Met force 
about a suspected drug den, nor will they snake 
between the tables at Costa Coffee to report a 
brothel. Serious public services need serious 
public spaces.”

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Street lighting cutbacks prompt safety fears for women 


A SAFETY expert has slammed 
council plans to reduce street 
lighting throughout the borough, 
warning they could leave women 
vulnerable to attack. 

Haleema Khalid, an advocate with 
Solace Women’s Aid, based in Fore 
Street, Edmonton, has hit out at the 
proposals for street lights to be 
turned on later in the evening and 
off earlier in the morning, in a bid 
to shave £8million off the borough’s 
energy bill over the next 20 years. 


The proposals, outlined by Enfield 
Council last week, will see street 
lighting levels “reduced subtly” 
across the borough - and council 
chiefs say that residents will not 
notice a difference. 

However, Ms Khalid has criticised 
the move and told the Advertiser : “I 
strongly disagree with this for 
several reasons. 

“Firstly, women would feel unsafe 
walking through a badly lit area 
because they would be unable to 


foresee a potential attacker in the 
dark. They would not be able to 
perceive the risk, prepare for the 
risk or manage their risk. 

“Secondly, there may be fewer 
witnesses of a possible attack. 
Thirdly, it may be harder for victims 
to identify perpetrators. This may 
lead to decreased reporting.” 

However, the council is hailing the 
plans as a green, money-saving 
initiative. And cabinet member for 
environment Chris Bond said: “This 


is a fantastic project which will save 
us millions of pounds and improve 
the quality of our street lighting 
without having any impact at all on 
the people who live in this borough.” 

But Ms Khalid is calling on the 
council to put women’s safety ahead 
of penny pinching. She added: “The 
council should keep street lighting, 
have more police on the streets and 
have more free self-defence lessons 
in the borough and in schools for 
girls and women.”

station saved 

But opening hours will be limited

SOUTHGATE police station has 
been spared the axe, although its 
opening hours will be scaled back 
drastically, the Mayor of London’s 
office announced this week. 

The station, in Chase Side, South- 
gate, had been earmarked for closure 
and the building was due to be sold 
off under cost-cutting plans put 
forward in January by the Mayor’s 
Office for Policing and Crime. 

But following a rethink the station 
will remain a base for safer neigh¬ 
bourhood teams and other police 
units. However, it will only be open 
to the public for a few hours each 
week with a contact point, where 
people can speak directly to an 
officer, available on Wednesday and 
Thursday evenings between 7pm and 
8pm and on Saturday afternoons 


between 2pm and 3pm. Currently the 
station is open between 7am and 
7pm, Monday to Friday. 

The decision was announced in the 
Mayor’s Police and Crime Plan, 
which was published on Monday. 

The report explains that other 
police contact points, if needed, 
could be set up at Morrisons super¬ 
market, in Aldermans Hill, Southgate, 
and at North Middlesex University 
Hospital, in Sterling Way, Edmonton. 

Despite the significant reduction in 
opening hours at Southgate, Enfield 
Southgate MP David Burrowes is 
hailing the decision as a victory for 
his Save Our Station campaign. 

He said: “The draft plan had 
earmarked the station for closure but 
I made it clear to the deputy mayor 
that with the closure of Winchmore 


Hill, the loss of police stations for my 
constituency was unacceptable.” 

While Southgate station will 
remain open for a limited number of 
hours, Winchmore Hill station, in 
Green Lanes, is closing permanently. 

Edmonton police station, in Fore 
Street, will be the only station in the 
borough to keep a 24-hour front 
counter service, where members of 
the public can report a crime to at 
any time of the day or night. 

Enfield police station, in Silver 
Street, Enfield, will have a front 
counter service, but it will only be 
open from 10am to 6pm on Monday 
to Friday. 

The new plans are part of a raft 
of measures aimed at saving 
£500million from the Metropolitan 
Police’s budget before 2016.

Cypriot bank not panicking 

UK branches of Laiki are ‘sitting on a sea of money’, says manager

CUSTOMERS of a crisis-hit Cypriot bank 
have been told not to panic after lines of 
worried residents were spotted queueing to 
withdraw money from its Palmers Green 
branch last week. 

The flagship UK branch of Cyprus’s second 
largest bank, Laiki, is in Green Lanes - the 
heart of north London’s Cypriot community. 

And as Cyprus’s banking crisis escalated last 
week, customers tried to withdraw money in 
order to protect their savings. 

On Monday, European Union and Cypriot 
leaders agreed a bailout package that would 
ensure that those with 100,000 euros or less in 
savings escape unharmed. However, those with 
more face being taxed substantially. 


Anyone with money in UK branches of the 
bank, rather than in Cypriot branches will have 
all of their money protected. 

But customers are being urged to contact their 
bank for the latest updates. 

However, as part of the deal, Laiki Bank is set 
to be wound down by the Cypriot government 
and split into good and bad assets. 

Ruth Harvey, a manager at Laiki UK, said 
customers had nothing to fear. “We are sitting 
on a sea of money,” she said. “We have not 
had a rush on our reserves. Our message to 
customers is to keep calm and carry on. 

“We want to stress that we are watching 
unfolding events in Cyprus very closely and at 
the minute we are open for business as usual.” 

Chris Stylianou, who lives in Southgate and 
manages the Wood Green Cypriot Community 
Centre, said it is not just the borough’s residents 


with money saved in UK branches of Laiki 
Bank who might be affected. 

“I have had people come to see me for advice 
in tears,” he said. 

“There are elderly people who are retired, 
who split their time between England and 
Cyprus. They might come to England to spend 
a couple of months with their grandchildren but 
they spend some months out in a property in 
Cyprus where all their money is. 

“This is so unfair because we thought we 
were all part of the EU.” 

Mr Stylianou is advising anyone who is 
worried about either their own investments with 
UK branches of Laiki Bank or is concerned 
about friends and family in Cyprus to stay in 
touch with the banks. He added that they should 
ask to be updated regularly about the situation 
as it was changing daily.

A WOMAN from Enfield pleaded guilty to 
conspiracy to defraud when she appeared at 
the Old Bailey this week. 

Julie Witham, 47, of Broadoak Avenue, 
Freezywater, is charged in connection with 
the death of west London businesswoman 
Carole Waugh. 

The 50-year-old’s body was discovered in a 
garage in New Malden, south-west London, 
in August last year. 

Witham admitted plotting to hire a car 
using a credit card in Miss Waugh’s name. 

She was released on conditional bail and 
will be sentenced on April 26. 

Miss Waugh was reported missing on 
May 7 2012 after spending a holiday in 
Cumbria with her family. 

Rakesh Bhayani, 40, of Wembley, 
north-west London, and Nicholas Kutner, 48, 
of no fixed abode, are accused of the murder 
of Miss Waugh and have been remanded 
in custody. 

Six other people accused of conspiracy to 
defraud have also been remanded.

Gas pipe which led to midnight drama 
to be reinstalled deeper in the ground 


NATIONAL Grid has agreed to reinstall a gas 
pipe deeper underground following a huge 
leak in Enfield last week. 

Scores of residents living in St Andrew’s 
Road had to leave their homes in the early 
hours of Tuesday morning after roadworks 
caused a major gas leak. 

Following an investigation it was discovered 
the gas main had been laid only two inches 
below the surface of the road. 

A spokesman for National Grid, which laid 
the pipe, said: “Modifications had been made 
to the road going over the New River Loop 
since our pipe was originally installed, which 
means that we can reinstall it at a lower depth. 

“These modifications were brought to our 
attention on the day of the incident. 

“After discussions with Enfield Council, 


we have agreed to reposition the pipe at a 
lower depth. 

“The route and location of our gas mains are 
made readily available on request to anyone 
working in the area. 

“Where there are complex engineering issues, 
National Grid is happy to attend sites and assist 
in the planning of work if requested.” 

Chris Bond, the council’s cabinet 
member for environment, said: “We always 
advise National Grid where we do roadworks. 
The maps we have do not indicate the depth of 
pipes and we did not expect a gas main to be 
laid only two inches under the road. 

“It is good to see that commonsense has 
prevailed and that the pipe is placed at lower 
depth, so that incidents like this will not 
happen again.”

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Bedroom tax to hit 
over 1,700 families

HOUSING benefit for more than 1,700 council 
and housing association tenants in Enfield will 
be cut as a result of the government’s controversial 
bedroom tax. 

From Monday, 1,767 households renting from 
Enfield Council or a housing association on 
housing benefit will lose 14 per cent of the 
allowance if they have a spare bedroom, and 25 
per cent for two spare bedrooms or more. 

The policy, which the government says is 
designed to tackle under-occupancy in social 
housing, means many families will be hit by a 
double whammy next month. 

As a result of cuts to council tax benefit, all 
working age households in receipt of the benefit 
will also have to start paying 19.5 per cent of 
council tax bills. 

Steven Arthur, 56, of Cuckoo Hall Lane, 
Edmonton, is disabled and suffers from arthritis 
and gout. His partner Karen, who sometimes 
sleeps in their spare room when he is in severe 
pain, cares for him. 

From next week, the couple will be faced with 
an annual council tax bill of £243 and are losing 
£45 a month in housing benefit because of their 
spare room. 

Mr Arthur said: “We’re very worried about the 
future, especially now they are putting bills on 
us. We’re not sure we can pay and don’t know if 
there will by any support from the government.” 

Mark Bellas, adviser at the Federation of Enfield 
Community Associations, an independent hous¬ 
ing advice service funded by income from coun¬ 
cil rents, said: “At the moment we are passing 


individual cases on to our lawyers because it is 
illegal for anyone to live on less than £70 a week. 

“We are seeing people go well under the 
breadline as a result of these benefit cuts.” 

Following a wave of criticism, the government 
has announced that foster parents and parents 
with children serving in the armed forces will not 
be affected by the cut. 

Enfield Council has put in place a dedicated 
welfare reform information team to help 
residents affected by the reforms.

‘Converting offices into 
homes not the solution’

COUNCIL bosses in Enfield are aiming 
to opt out of controversial new planning 
laws which they say could lead to 
chaotic developments across swathes of 
the borough. 

Under the government legislation, due 
to be introduced later this year, property 
developers will not have to apply for 
planning permission before converting 
empty and unused office blocks into 
homes. 

But planning chiefs at Enfield Council 
fear the move could wipe out crucial 
commercial and industrial opportunities, 
leaving the borough with no means of 


attracting new business investment. 
Councillors have written to the 
government asking for an exemption 
from the new laws as they say their 
current regeneration schemes meet 
affordable housing targets. 

The council’s cabinet member for 
business and regeneration Del Goddard 
is also worried that wholescale 
unchecked development will create 
widespread chaos as developers turn 
offices into hundreds of homes but will 
be under no obligation to put any infra¬ 
structure in place to support residents. 

“We don’t think converting office 
blocks into private accommodation is 
necessarily the answer to our housing 
needs,” Mr Goddard told the Advertiser. 


“We’d prefer to be able to consider 
these application through our planning 
committee in the usual way so that we 
know proposed developments are 
sensible, proportionate and in the best 
interests of the borough and the location 
they are situated, rather than allowing 
developers open season to convert 
industrial and commercial units into 
homes regardless of their suitability.” 

The government has said councils can 
apply for exemptions from the new law. 

And, according to Mr Goddard, the 
council’s application is backed by the 
North London Chamber of Commerce, 
the Greater London Authority and the 
North London Strategic Alliance.

Clinical Strategy could be limited. Under 
the strategy, Chase Farm, in The Ridgeway, 
Enfield, is set to lose its maternity and A&E 
wards in September this year with patients 
being sent instead to Barnet Hospital or 
North Middlesex Hospital, in Edmonton. 

Mr Taylor said he was happy to meet 
lawyers and discuss the possibility of 
legal action. 

A meeting between Mr de Bois, Edmon¬ 
ton MP Andy Love and Enfield council¬ 
lors with Health Secretary Jeremy Hunt 
about Chase Farm is expected to 
take place next month. 

In a letter to Mr Hunt sent last 
Wednesday and copied to Mr Taylor, 
Mr de Bois restated his opposition 
to the downgrade of Chase Farm. 

In that letter, Mr de Bois refers to 
clause 4 of the 2012 Health and 
Social Care Act, which places a duty 
on the secretary of state to reduce 
health inequalities. 

Pointing out Enfield’s prevailing 
health inequalities and discrepancies 
in life expectancy, the MP wrote: “It 
is difficult to see how this statutory 
duty can be met given the proposed 
BEH strategy and the implementa¬ 
tions for acute and primary care.

PLANS to build a new Hindu 
temple with a 16-metre high tower 
in Edmonton have sparked concerns 
among residents living near the site. 

Managers of the Nagapooshani 
Ambaal, a Hindu temple, in Church 
Lane, Edmonton, have applied for 
planning permission to Enfield 
Council to demolish the existing 
building and build a new place of 
worship and community hall. 

The plans, which the temple rep¬ 
resentatives say will provide their 
community with a modern, sound¬ 
proof building, also include the 
erection of the 16-metre tower, a 
number of new homes, a meeting 
area, a shop and a computer room. 

The application to demolish the 
temple, which was converted from a 
warehouse ten years ago, was sub¬ 
mitted to the council in September. 

But a group of people living 
nearby say the plans would be out of 


character with other buildings in the 
area and would lead to traffic con¬ 
gestion. They held a meeting at All 
Saints Church, in Church Street, on 
Friday to discuss the issue. 

Eddie Fraser, of St Joan’s Road, 
told the Advertiser. “The design of 
the building is not in keeping with 
the area and the temple people have 
only consulted with residents after 
submitting their application. 

“The situation with the temple has 
been going on for about eight years,. 
We have a huge problem with 
parking in the area as a result of 
people visiting. 

“Whatever the outcome of the 
planning application, we all live in 
the same community. There is no 
animosity between us and this has 
nothing to do with religion or creed. 
It’s not a personal attack.” 

About 130 people have signed a 
petition opposing the plans. 

On the other hand, temple secre¬ 
tary Arumugam Murugesu said 
that a modern building was needed

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Good job by council 

ENFIELD Council’s successful bid to secure 
money from British Gas to benefit some of its 
poorest residents should be welcomed. 

As a result of the laissez-faire approach of 
successive governments, large utility companies 
take increasingly large profits in areas like 
Enfield while putting little back in. 

While British Gas is required to spend a 
portion of its income on energy efficiency 
anyway, the council has been proactive by 
making sure that £10million of it is spent 
in Enfield. 

But that is only half the story, as the council 
is currently engaged in negotiations with 
British Gas and other companies to provide 
employment opportunities for Enfield 
residents as part of similar deals. 

It is time the government too realised that 
economies like Germany and Japan function 
better because the state plays an active role in 
setting out an industrial strategy.

Out of this world

PRIMARY schoolchildren have 
been using highly accurate 
telescopes to “rescue” two 
explorers as part of a stargazing 
science project. 

More than 500 pupils from 19 
Enfield schools were given the 
task of rescuing animated char¬ 
acters Scott and Shreena, who 
they were told had fallen into a 
wormhole. 

Using robotic telescopes 
developed by the University of 
Bradford, the pupils were able 
to see pictures from space on 
their school computers. 

The images were gathered from 
a set of telescopes developed by 


the university and mounted on 
Mount Teide, in Tenerife. The 
nine and ten-year-olds were 
taught basic aspects of astro¬ 
physics including space, time 
and measurement, so they could 
complete the rescue operation. 

At St Andrew’s Primary 
School, in Churchbury Lane, 
Enfield, the project was led by 
science teachers Dymphna 
Baird and Stephen Gadd, along 
with art coordinator Clare 
Marshall, as part of the 
lunchtime science club. 

Dymphna said: “This project 
has captured children’s imagi¬ 
nations and has stretched them 
in the most positive way. 

“It has been a great source of 
knowledge for them.” 


Ayfer Orhan, Enfield 
Council’s cabinet member for 
children and young people, 
said: “It’s not a subject that is 
traditionally taught in primary 
schools, which makes this a 
very cutting-edge project. 

“The telescope beams images 
into desktop computers and that 
means that children can see the 
universe from the comfort of 
their own classroom in a 
way that they never would have 
been able to.” 

Yesterday, more than 200 
pupils gathered at Imperial 
College London to celebrate 
finishing the project. Their 
work was exhibited last night at 
the university in South 
Kensington.

Motorist was unable to avoid fatal collision with writer

A CORONER has ruled that the death 
of a pensioner who was killed while 
crossing the A10 last year was an 
accident. 

Norman William Looker, 82, of 
Forest Road, Edmonton, was walking 
home from the weekly meeting of the 
Enfield Writers’ Workshop when he 
was struck by a black Mercedes at the 
junction of the A10 and Bury Street at 
about 10.30pm on August 10. 

Mr Looker co-founded the Enfield 


Writers’ Workshop and was a regular at 
the group’s weekly meetings in Bury 
Street West, Edmonton. 

No charges were brought against the 
driver of the Mercedes, Dogan 
Djemal, who gave evidence during the 
inquest at North London Coroner’s 
Court, in Wood Street, High Barnet, 
last Wednesday. 

Describing how he tried to avoid Mr 
Looker when he saw him in the road, 
Mr Djemal told the court: “As soon as 
I saw him, I swerved and braked. 

“It just looked as if he walked 
straight out in front of my car. It is 


almost like he threw himself in front of 
my car. He just came out so quickly.” 

PC Michael Andrews, collision 
investigator from the Met Police’s Road 
Death Investigation Unit, told the 
court that the Mercedes had been 
travelling within the speed limit 
between 29 and 39 miles an hour at the 
moment of impact. 

“Based on research and evidence of 
damage to the car, Mr Looker was 
attempting to cross the road at a jog or 
a run,” he said. 

Ruling that the cause of Mr Looker’s 
death was accidental, assistant deputy 


coroner Geoffrey Sullivan told the 
court: “Mr Djemal was driving south 
along the A10. 

“He was doing so within the speed 
limit. Sadly, when Mr Looker tried to 
cross, the pedestrian signal was red and 
the traffic signal was green. 

“Mr Djemal was unable to avoid 
colliding with him. From the collision 
report, Mr Djemal attempted to brake 
and swerve to avoid Mr Looker but was 
unable to do so. 

“On the basis of this evidence there is 
really only one verdict that I can reach. 

That is the verdict of an accident.” Victim: Norman ‘Bill* Looker 



Unanswered questions over pool death

THE family of Hannah Defoe, the 
cousin of Spurs and England football 
star Jermain Defoe, say they are going 
through their “worst nightmare” as they 
search for answers over her death on a 
Caribbean island last year. 

The 20-year-old, from Bush Hill 
Road, Winchmore Hill, was electro¬ 
cuted after diving into a hotel swim¬ 
ming pool on the paradise island of St 
Lucia in July. 

Hannah’s family described her as “an 
intelligent, beautiful, loving, hard¬ 
working girl”, whose motto was “why 
walk when you can dance?”. 

At an inquest last week, Hannah’s 
family criticised the St Lucia authorities 
for leaving them with a raft of 
answered questions. 


Janice Brennan, a barrister acting on 
behalf of the family, said the police 
report of the incident was “woefully 
inadequate” and that scant information 
about the incident had 
only added to the family’s 
distress. 

Hannah, pictured, a 
performing arts student, 
had been staying at the 
Juliette’s Lodge Hotel, in 
Vieux Fort, with her aunt 
and cousin when she dived 
into the hotel pool on July 
25 and was killed by an 
electric current. 

Deputy assistant coroner 
Geoffrey Sullivan told 
North London Coroner’s 
Court in High Barnet last Wednesday 
there was no information about how the 
pool came to be live. 


“We don’t have any information that 
any action has been taken against the 
hotel or the hotel owner,” he said. 

“We have no information how the 
pool came to be in 
that state and we 
have no information 
what investigations 
have been done by 
the hotel.” 

Mr Sullivan said 
there was evidence 
that an electrical 
engineer had been 
called out to the 
scene. 

But no mention 
of his findings 
was included in 

the police report. 

Miss Brennan told the court: “All we 
have at the minute is a post-mortem 


that came in very recently and this 
police report, which I thought ‘where’s 
the rest?’ when I received it. 

“It is a woefully inadequate police 
report. It doesn’t even merit the term 
police report.” 

Miss Brennan added the family was 
aware the hotel owner had been 
arrested and questioned, but no 
information has been forthcoming 
over whether he had been charged or 
what the outcome of the questioning 
had been. 

Hope Defoe, Hannah’s mother, told 
the coroner that Juliette’s Lodge Hotel 
had been shut down permanently since 
the tragedy. 

Mr Sullivan said he would submit a 
formal request for more information 
to the relevant authorities before 
adjourning the inquest until Thursday 
August 22.

Only way to cut need for 
food banks is to create 
jobs and boost economy 


T HINGS are undoubtedly 
very tough at the moment, 
and nowhere is this more 
apparent than in the rapidly 
growing use of food banks to 
provide everyday essentials. 

In what may seem like a 
throwback to the Elizabethan 
system of outdoor relief - 
which was finally abolished by 
the Victorians in 1844 - many 
families are increasingly reliant 
on food parcels handed out by 
the Trussed Trust and other 
organisations. 

This is a shocking indictment 
of where we are in 2013, and 
the need for food banks in 
modern Britain should be a 
clarion call for the government 
to change its economic direction, 
and change it fast. 

Food banks have opened in 
Edmonton and Enfield and the 
number of people using the 
service across the UK has 
grown from 2,800 in 2006 to 
more than 128,000 in 2012. 

The Trussed Trust, which 


provides one of Britain’s largest 
networks of food banks, 
predicts it will need to support 
more than 260,000 people by 
the end of this year. 

People need food handouts in 
times of desperation, usually 
because of an unexpected bid or 
sudden loss of income, but 
increasingly because they face 
shrinking wages and rising 
living costs. 

But, with further benefit cuts 
on the way that will affect those 
in and out of work, I fear even

more people will soon need to 
rely on emergency support. 

The only way we can make 
sure people don’t have to rely 
on food banks and benefits is to 
grow the economy and create jobs. 

This will require more 
investment in infrastructure and 
help for people to develop new 
skids - but that will require the 
government to change course. 

And, on the evidence of last 
week’s Budget, that doesn’t 
seem to be on the cards any 
time soon.

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§|f on dealing with lack of oxygen

A SENIOR nurse from Bush Hill Park is 
preparing for a trek to Mount Everest base 
camp as part of a pioneering research project. 

Breda Athan, of Queen Anne’s Place, is one 
of six staff members from the Royal Free 
Hospital, in Hampstead, travelling to Nepal as 
part of Xtreme Everest2, a project aimed at 
investigating the effects of hypoxia - when 
parts of the body are deprived of oxygen 

While stationed at the 19,000-feet base 
camp for three weeks, she will be examined 
in the low-oxygen environment of the 
Himalayas. 

The weather conditions at that altitude are 
also extreme, with temperatures ranging from 
20 degrees Celsius during the day to minus 20 
degrees at night. 

Breda, who works as a matron in the Royal 
Free’s highly infectious diseases unit, was one 
of three members of staff selected for the 
project, which is coordinated by the 
University College London Centre for 
Altitude, Space and Extreme Environment 
Medicine, in Bloomsbury, central London. 

The three other staff members from the 
Royal Free have funded their trip themselves. 

Bredawho sets out on April 13, told the 
Advertiser. “We will be sleeping in tents for 
the duration of the trip, in extreme conditions 
of minus 20 degrees, and undergo a whole 
series of tests. 

“We will not be allowed to take any 


medication to deal with the lack of oxygen. 
But I have undergone quite a few fitness tests 
already and just can’t wait to go. I feel very 
lucky to have been selected. 

“It is a very exciting opportunity, which 
will hopefully have a positive impact on 
patient care in the future.” 

The expedition is being led by Dr Daniel 
Martin, a senior lecturer and honorary 
consultant in anaesthesia and critical care 
medicine at University College London and 
the Royal Free. 

He flew to Nepal on March 1. He was 
part of a previous expedition in 2007, 
which was the first stage of the research 
project. Dr Martin said: “Our aim is 
to understand how and why people 
adapt differently to low oxygen 
levels so we have found a broad 
spectrum of people to take part. 

“Understanding how and 
why people adapt differently 
to low oxygen levels when 
they are critically ill will 
hopefully lead us to new 
treatments for intensive , 
care patients.”

Burglars use any excuse 
to get into your property 


L AST week saw the launch 
of National Courier Fraud 
Awareness Day. 

In the main, this ruthless crime 
sees elderly people and their 
savings targeted by fraudsters 
who use courier firms to collect 
bank cards from them after they 
have received a bogus phone 
call and provided their pin 
number. Before they know it, 
their bank accounts are cleared. 

In the past two years more 
than 40 people in Enfield have 
fallen victim to this crime - and 
I’m keen not to see anymore. 

My advice is simple: police 
and banks will never ask for 
your PIN number or bank card, 
so never give your PIN or bank 
card to anyone. 

If you are contacted by some¬ 
one who asks for these, hang up 


and use a different line to report 
it to police on 101 or allow at 
least five minutes for the line to 
automatically clear. Call 999 if 
the crime is in action. 

We have also seen an increase 
in distraction burglary of late. 
These crimes really bother me. 

Burglars will use any excuse 
to get into people’s homes - 
whether it be checking for a 
leak, searching for a football in 
the back garden or even wanting 
to report an accident nearby. 

They succeed because they 
sound believable, but please 
don’t be fooled. 

If you have elderly friends or 
relatives, please warn them of 
these crimes and tell them to 
remain vigilant. If you are in 
any doubt who is knocking at 
your door, don’t let them in. 


Our work on the new policing 
model continues. 

I previously told you that 
Southgate police station would 
close. However, due to the 
ongoing consultation on the 
Mayor of London’s police and 
crime plan, although we won’t 
operate a full front counter 
service from the station, it will 
serve as a contact point, open at 
limited times. 

You will be able to do nearly 
everything you can do at a front 
counter including seeking advice, 
reporting crime and requesting 
contact from an appropriate 
officer or staff member depend¬ 
ing on your needs. 

This is real progress and 
reflects the ongoing work of the 
policing model that aims to 
meet your needs.

Sparky sister the 
real highlight of 
The Winslow Boy

IN 2011, the West End was home to a 
Terence Rattigan revival, with the likes 
of Cause Celebre and Flare Path lighting 
up the capital’s theatres. 

Until then, Rattigan’s tales of the 
uptight middle classes were very much 
neglected after falling out of favour in 
the 1950s. 

And two years later Rattigan is back 
at the Old Vic, this time in the shape of 
The Winslow Boy, the story of a 
Navy cadet accused of stealing a £5 
postal order 

In the play, the 13-year-old denies he 
committed the crime and yet the Navy 
stubbornly refuses to allow him a trial 
and he is expelled. 

Ronnie’s doting father, Arthur, played 
with brilliant steel by Henry Goodman, 
is aghast that his son should be 
branded a criminal. He employs the 
most expensive lawyers to fight the 
Admiralty in order to clear Ronnie’s 
name and nearly brings the whole 
family down in the process. 

Despite its length, the witty dialogue 
and some marvellous performances 


keep this play ticking along rather well. 

There is a horribly ill-judged scene in 
which a woman reporter, interviewing 
Arthur for an article about the personal 
relationship between the boy and his 
father, gets distracted from the task in 
hand by the family’s glorious curtains. 

The feminist inside me bristled, 
although it brought an enormous laugh 
from many, mostly male, members of 
the audience. 

That scene aside, the whole production 
was pretty enlightened but the most 
interesting part of the play had nothing 
to do with Ronnie and his postal order. 

Instead, it is the fate of Ronnie’s older 
sister Catherine (the sparky Naomi 
Frederick), who gets engaged to a drip 
of a man at the start of the play, that 
grabs the attention. Should she marry a 
man she doesn’t love to avoid penury? 

There is a wonderful frisson between 
suffragette Catherine and the arrogant 
and brutish lawyer (a brilliant turn by 
Peter Sullivan) defending her younger 
brother and their bickering scenes 
together are where the play really takes 
flight. Well worth catching.

No home comforts on political battlefield 


IF the current government thinks 
working in coalition is tough, all is 
sweetness and light compared to 
Labour’s ferocious fight to cling to 
power during the 1970s. 

This House, a cracking new play 
by James Graham at the 
National’s Olivier Theatre, 
humorously exposes the 
railroading tactics employed to 
prolong the Harold Wilson/Jim 
Callaghan administration as a 
wafer-thin majority is quickly 
whittled away by death, defection 
and dishonesty. 

Scathing wit, allied to the sometimes 
ruthless methods used to cajole 


and deliver all his MPs, however 
sick or wayward, into the division 
lobbies, is the modus operandi of 
the chief whip, Bermondsey 
bruiser Bob Mellish (Phil Daniels). 
That is before he is succeeded by 
the increasingly manic Michael 
Cocks (Vincent Franklin). But both 
are overshadowed by their brilliant 
deputy and fixer in chief Walter 
Harrison (Reece Dinsdale). 
However, even his persuasive 
charm cannot prevent the 
government’s downfall in the midst 
of strife and strikes, alongside the 
collapse of the short-lived Lib-Lab 
pact and loss of support from an 


assortment of Irish, Scottish and 
Welsh nationalists. 

After five turbulent years, the end 
comes with a vote of no confidence 
- and the poignancy of defeat is 
enhanced by the serious illness 
and subsequent heart failure of 
veteran loyalist Alf Broughton 
(Christopher Godwin) and touching 
shows of respect between Harrison 
and his toff Tory counterpart Jack 
Weatherill (Charles Edwards), 
heralding the nation’s introduction 
to Thatcherism.

WITH its friendly staff and bustling 
atmosphere, Petek proved a rather 
fine choice for a few rugby-watching 
Gannets to drown their sorrows 
following a particularly galling Six 
Nations defeat for England. 

Saturday nights are busy for this 
spacious, yet homely, restaurant that 
sits proudly in Stroud Green Road. 

But the waiting staff were happy 
to squeeze my feathered friends and 
I in for a spot of late-night Turkish 
fare - the sort that seems to serve 
the folk of Finsbury Park so well. 

There are dozens of lamps hanging 
from the ceiling and the decor and 
the ambiance, both of which are 
relaxed and warming, were spot on. 


It was clear from the off that Petek 
is no place for the faint of appetite. 

No sooner had we three Gannets 
taken our seats than a few doorstop¬ 
sized hunks of Turkish bread 
appeared on our table, together with 
some juicy olives and tomato and 
garlic dipping sauce. 

Although there wasn’t a great deal 
of choice on the menu - more than 
two-thirds of the dishes seemed to 
be slight variations on the theme of 
kebab, rice and salad - this was 
just the thing for a post-match 
dissection. 

My choice, kofte kebab with 
aubergine sauce, was a hit. A large, 
dense and meaty kebab, a pile of 
chunky rice and freshly prepared 
salad on the side was swiftly served 
up on a sizeable oblong plate. 

The aubergine sauce and light mint 
garnish perhaps could have done 
with a little less oil, but the meat was 
bursting with Turkish spices and 
once I had had my fill there was 
plenty left over to fill a doggy bag. 

Both my Gannet friends ordered 
the Petek special, which proved 
rather a whopper. Only costing a 
pound or two extra than my 
kofte, this kebab came in at double 
the size.

P ARENTS of little fussy eaters 
fear not - help is at hand. 
Expanding the palates of 
children - and adults - is Nicole 
Freeman, who runs her Kids’ 
Kitchen business from her home 
in Whetstone. 

Nicole helps children explore a 
range of different foods by exposing 
them to all sorts of ingredients in 
fun and inventive ways. 

“I have always 
loved cooking and 
my little one was a 
very fussy eater,” 
says the mum-of-two. 

“He was never a big 
eater. So I would play 
games to convince 
him to eat, games 
which I now play 
with the kids in my 
cooking classes. 

“For example, see if we can eat 
something without using our hands 
or if we can make mashed carrots 
into different shapes, or how many 
raisins can you pick up with a 
toothpick. And I get them to smell 
ingredients first. 

“Every week we focus on a different 
ingredient and if they try it they get 
a certificate. For example, we did 
seeds last week and we were using 
sunflower seeds and poppy seeds 
in bread. Making it fun and turning it 


into a competition helps make them 
open to new tastes.” 

Nicole teaches pre-school children 
during the week and school-age 
kids during holidays and weekends. 

She even has classes for teenagers 
and adults, as well as doing 
birthday parties for youngsters. 

And she says she can always 
accommodate children with allergies. 

“My daughter has a nut allergy so 
I am used to dealing with children 
with allergies, we can work around 
it," she says. “Last week I was 
doing a party 
and one of the 
children was 
allergic to gluten 
so everything 
we did was 
gluten-free.” 

Nicole says 
she tries to mix 
up what she 
cooks with the 
children - ensuring she makes a 
range of sweet and savoury food. 

“We showed the pre-school 
children how to make fresh pesto 
and then we were doing little 
savoury pastries,” she says. 

“With Easter coming up this week 
we’ve been making hot cross cookies. 
Last week we made soda bread. 

“With things like vegetables we try 
to make it as fun as possible so the 
children won’t be put off. 

“I mixed beetroot into chocolate 
cake and we were doing beetroot

printing, which the children loved. 
We mix songs and games into it as 
much as possible.” 

And it’s not just the children who 
seem to be huge fans of The Kids’ 
Kitchen, with mums looking forward 
to them each week, too. 

Tracy Hardy and her two-year-old 
daughter Autumn have been coming 
to Nicole’s classes for the past 
six months. 

“It’s so much fun, it’s so relaxed,” 
she says. “It’s a delight coming here 
every week. It’s inspiring for what 


she will eat. Because of the peer 
group they will try things. I’ll see 
what is being cooked here and I will 
go and try it.” 

And both of Michelle Mitchell’s 
children enjoying learning about 
food at The Kids’ Kitchen. 

“My three-year-old Ellie loves it. 
She loves getting dirty,” she says. 
“It is very informal, Nicole is brilliant. 

“My son Noah comes here as well. 
He is five and he loves it. The first 
time he came here he ate three 
bowls of tuna bake and it was the 


first time that he had eaten it. I think 
the boys love it just as much as the 
girls. Quite a few of Noah’s friends 
come here too. It is all very inven¬ 
tive and everything Nicole cooks is 
very healthy. 

“It is a very homely vibe, like we 
are cooking in a friend’s kitchen 
and they all wash up so they get 
well trained."

Quick and easy hot cross 
buns a recipe for success 


INGREDIENTS: 

For the buns 

lib 2oz/500g strong, white bread flour 
2oz/55g muscovado sugar 

1 tsp salt 

2 tsp mixed spice 

1 tsp ground cinnamon 

2oz cold butter cut into small pieces 

3.5oz/100g mixed dried fruits 

loz/25g candied mixed peel 

0.25oz/7g dried yeast 

Half pint/300ml warm (not hot) milk 

For the crosses 

2.5oz/75g all purpose plain flour 
1.5oz cold butter, cut into small pieces 

For the glaze 

1.5 tbsp apricot jam, warmed 

Preparation: 

Mix together the flour with the sugar, salt 
and spices. Add the butter pieces and rub 
the butter into the flour until it resembles 
coarse sand. Add the dried fruits and mixed 
peel, stir. Sprinkle over the yeast and, 
finally, pour in the warm milk and mix using 
a spatula until a soft sticky dough is formed. 
Tip the dough on to a lightly floured surface 
and knead for no less than ten minutes or 
until a silky smooth dough is formed. 

Place in a large, lightly oiled bowl. Cover 
with a clean tea towel and leave to rise in a 
warm (not hot) place until doubled in size - 
this should take about two hours. 

Tip the dough on to a lightly floured 
surface, knock all the air from the dough 
and knead again for two minutes. Divide the 



dough into 12 and roll each into a bun 
shape. Place the buns on a lightly oiled 
baking sheet. With a sharp knife cut a 
shallow cross, the width of the into the top 
of the bun. Cover with a clean tea towel 
and leave to rise again for approx 45 
minutes or until well risen. 

Preheat the oven to 425°F/220°C/Gas 7. 
Make the crosses by rubbing the butter into 
the flour, add a little cold water (1/2 tbsp) 
and stir to make a thick dough. If too dry, 
add a little more water. 

Roll the dough into a ball, cut in half and 
then each half into six. Place in the fridge 
for at least 30 minutes. 

Roll each small dough ball into a long, thin 
sausage, cut in half and firmly press each 
sausage half into the cross of the buns 
without knocking the air out. 

Bake for 15-20 minutes or until the buns 
are well risen and golden. Remove from 
the oven and brush the buns with the jam. 
Leave to cool on a wire rack.

And in 2007 Dan and Jeff began their 
first-ever UK tour with the full stage 
version of the show. 

Equipped with a terrible set of wigs, a 
selection of highly suspect accents and 
a Narnia-like cupboard, the pair manage 
to get across the highs, lows and laughs 
of each of Harry’s battles with the Dark 
Lord, Voldemort. 

While Jeff narrates the major plot points 
and acts out the part of Harry (aided by 


untidy hair and distinctive black 
glasses), Dan plays every other part. 

And while it is not unusual for 
cash-strapped street performers to take 
a show on a shoestring to the Edinburgh 
Festival, what makes Potted Potter work 
on the West End stage is the huge 
warmth with which the pair treat JK 
Rowling’s hallowed works. 

They are clearly very fond of the 
characters they play, despite the funny 
accents - hearing Dan perform Hermione 
Granger’s with a deep-throated growl 


while wearing a pigtail wig and straw 
boater is a performance highlight. 

One of the strengths of the show is the 
ease with which the performers interact 
with the audience. 

And when two kids are plucked from 
the audience to take part in a low-budget 
Quidditch match, Dan and Jeff achieve 
that rare art of neither patronising nor 
bullying the children on stage. 

In fact, they take something of a step 
back and let the children lead, which 
can have unintended consequences as a 


rugby-tackled Jeff could attest after the 
performance I saw. 

The warmth of the show and wit and 
speed of the performers make this ideal 
for Harry Potter fans of any age - and 
for those of you who haven’t read the 
books, well what better way to cheat 
your way to expert status? 

Potted Potter runs at the Garrick 
Theatre, in Charing Cross Road, central 
London, until April 21 and is suitable for 
Muggles aged six and over.

WITH so many chocolate goodies on the shelf 
this Easter, how do you go about choosing the 
best? We’re an obliging bunch at In The Loop 
and have recruited two experts to help you 
make the decision. 

Step forward brothers Joshua, nine, and 
Elijah Mercer-Hollenstein, four, who tested 
seven chocolate eggs and animals before 
declaring one to be “out of this world”. 

Keep reading to find out what tickled the 
brothers’ tastebuds so much... 

Both started with an egg, Joshua tearing 
into the Cadbury's Creme Egg Easter egg 
(99p, Sainsbury’s) and Elijah ripped open 
the Moo Free egg (£4.50, The Village 
Wholefood Store). 

The Moo Free egg is designed for children 
with dairy and wheat allergies and although 
not as sweet as the Cadbury’s egg, the 
brothers agreed it would be a great gift for 
those restricted by diet. 


Next up was the very attractive chocolate 
duckling (£3.99, Ma Battley's) versus the 
Nestle Smarties Hen (£3, Tesco). 

Our four-year-old expert bit the heads off 
both farmyard animals before concluding: 
“Both tasted yummy,s but the hen was better 
because it had mini Smarties inside it.” 

In the meantime, Joshua was sampling two 
sets of Easter bunnies. 

He said: “The Lindt bunnies (45p each, 
Sainsbury's) looked cute, but I didn’t like the 
taste. I liked the Ma Battley’s bunnies 
(£3.50 a bag). They were bigger, but they 
broke quite easily.” 

Finally, our two sweet-toothed experts broke 
open Ollie the Owl, made with Belgian 
chocolate (£5.13, Waitrose). Euphoria ensued 
with both loving the design and proclaiming 
the owl’s taste to be “out of this world”. 

“It’s the best Easter treat I’ve ever, ever 
tasted,” added a grinning Joshua. 



F ROM its humble beginnings 
above a butcher’s shop and a 
bakery in 1983, the Dance Studio 
has come a long way.

RECORD INTEREST IN LANES NETWORK 
AUCTIONS LATEST AUCTION

I N the four-door coupe market, 
Mercedes has form. The launch of 
the original CLS prompted much 
head scratching and the car was 
dismissed by many as little more 
than a glamorous sideshow. How 
wrong that assumption was. 

For buyers seeking E-Class levels 
of road presence but something 
more eye-catching than a traditional 
saloon, the CLS delivered in spades 
and was bought in droves. 

So, how do you expand the 
appeal of the CLS? Build a smaller 
one and call it the CLA. 

One of thje aims of the CLA is to 
encourage younger buyers to 
embrace what’s often perceived as 
an older person’s brand. 

It doesn’t look like a conventional 
Mercedes. Displaying similar design 
cues as the latest generation A- 
Class, its appearance blends visual 
appeal with the ability to slice 


through the air more efficiently than 
the average small saloon. 

Rakish looks and the CLA’s 
coupe-like profile aside, the car is 
different mechanically from the 
normal Mercedes C-Class in that it 
is front-wheel drive. 

This bucking of the premium 
market trend continues with power 
coming exclusively from four- 
cylinder engines - petrol and diesel 
- including a four-wheel drive 
AMG version. 

UK buyers initially can choose 
between a 1.6-litre, 122-horsepower 
petrol motor badged as CLA 180 
and a 2.1-litre, 170 horsepower CLA 
220 CDI diesel unit. 

Launch specification is a six- 
speed manual transmission for the 
former and seven-speed direct-shift 
automatic for the latter. 

The CLA is a two-trim range - 
Sport and AMG Sport - boasting 
comfort and sport suspension set¬ 
ups respectively. 


Despite being a fraction longer 
than a C-Class, it feels surprisingly 
compact. The largely A-Class 
influenced cabin fascia works well 
and there’s enough room up front for 
two adults to sit comfortably. 

In the back, headroom is modest - 
but there’s enough legroom for 
adults if the journey is short and 
plenty of space for a small but 
growing family. Space isn’t an issue 
in the boot - all 470 litres of it - and 
there’s the additional bonus of fold¬ 
ing rear seats. 

In front-drive guise, the CLS deliv¬ 
ers a solid performance on a wide 
variety of surfaces. The difference 
between comfort and sport set-ups 
is noticeable, although the latter 
doesn’t disgrace itself on poorly 
maintained urban roads. 

The lack of pitch and roll when 
travelling at speed, plus above aver¬ 
age levels of cabin refinement, can 
be credited to the car’s well-organised 
chassis and class-leading aerody¬ 


smart

namics - while the diesel choice is 
likely to be popular with company 
car drivers, with its combination of 
low noise and ample pulling power. 

For the UK, Mercedes is pitching 
the CLA as a youthful alternative to 
conventional compact executive 
models. The predictably sporty 
theme extends past the car’s model 
names, with 18-inch wheels the 
default size for both trim levels as 
well as sports front seats and a 
chunky three-spoke steering wheel. 

The glitzy grille found on upmarket 
A-Class models is standard here, 
while over and above the audio 
kit and large central colour display 
on both cars, AMG Sport variants 
gain a subtle bodykit, as well 
as the aforementioned sports 
suspension set-up, privacy glass 
and bi-xenon headlights.

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GYLFI EXPECTS 
BIG RESPONSE

GYLFI SIGURDSSON is confident 
that Tottenham Hotspur can get their 
season back on track by returning 
to winning ways when the Premier 
League resumes this weekend fol¬ 
lowing the international break. 

Successive league defeats have 
raised fears that Spurs will suffer a 
repeat of last season’s collapse, 
when a dramatic slump in form 
resulted in them missing out on 
Champions League qualification. 

However, Tottenham remain in 
fourth place in the table, and Iceland 
international midfielder Sigurdsson 


insists that confidence is still high 
among the squad. 

“We just need to pick ourselves 
up, stay together and perform well 
until the end of the season,” he said. 
“A top-four finish is in our hands, 
and we are in a good position to 
make sure that we get a Champions 
League spot. 

“We’ve showed during the season 
that we are more than capable. Even 
though we’ve had a couple of bad 
results, we won’t start doubting our¬ 
selves. It’s down to us now, and we 
have just got to make sure we are 
playing the way we’ve been playing 
throughout the season. 

“The lads can pick themselves up. 


We have got the determination to get 
into the Champions League. We 
showed at home to Arsenal that we 
can beat anyone, so there will be a 
good few games coming up and 
hopefully we can get enough points. 

“We would have liked another 
game in a few days to make things 
right and get another three points on 
the table, which is important, but 
maybe the international break is a 
good thing because we can go away 
and reflect on what we have been 
doing in the past few matches and 
make it right.” 

Meanwhile, fellow midfielder 
Lewis Holtby is determined to claim 
a regular place in Spurs’ starting 


line-up by the start of next season. 

The German international joined 
the club from Schalke in January 
and has made a positive impact at 
White Hart Lane, but he has largely 
had to settle for a place on the bench 
in recent weeks. 

He said: “In the summer, with my 
first pre-season and hopefully the 
tailwind of a successful under-21 
European Championships, I want to 
win a place in the Spurs team. 

“I am under contract until 2018. I 
have to trust myself and establish 
myself - and if I show what I am 
capable of at the top level then I 
have good chances for the German 
senior team.” 


Points are shared as uninspiring encounter ends goalless 


A DISAPPOINTING game ended 
goalless on Thursday as Haringey 
Borough had to settle for a point at 
home to Berkhamsted in the Molten 
Spartan Premier Division. 

Despite playing for the fourth time 
in eight days, Borough showed few 
signs of tiredness in a match which 
featured little goalmouth action on a 
bitterly cold night. 

The first half was low on quality, 


with the hosts’ best two chances 
falling to Christopher Morgan - who 
fired high and wide on the first occa¬ 
sion before seeing a hooked shot fall 
just the wrong side of the post. 

Borough finally began to play 
with some composure towards the 
end of the first half, producing some 
good football on a challenging sur¬ 
face, but they were unable to main¬ 
tain this after the interval. 


Connor Calcutt squandered an 
excellent opportunity to put Berk¬ 
hamsted ahead when he fired into 
the side netting from a good position, 
but clear-cut chances remained at a 
premium at both ends. 

The hosts became increasingly 
reliant on the counter-attack, and one 
such break saw Bradley O’Donovan 
make space for himself in the box - 
but his shot lacked power and keeper 


Carl Tasker made a comfortable save. 

It was O’Donovan who came clos¬ 
est to snatching victory for Borough 
on 87 minutes when he just beat 
Tasker to a ball over the top and 
poked it goalwards, only for a cover¬ 
ing defender to clear off the line. 

Meanwhile, Haringey Borough 
were left without a match over the 
weekend as their clash at Tring 
Athletic was postponed. 


Skolars book their 
place at finals day 

THE London Skolars made it through to the finals 
day of the Northern Rail Cup without even taking 
to the field over the weekend as other results 
ensured that they finished top of their group. 

Although the Skolars’ scheduled match at Roch¬ 
dale Hornets was postponed because of snow, the 
South Wales Scorpions’ defeat at home to Oldham 
ensured that the north London side will finish in 
pole position. 

The Skolars will now play in the next round of 
the Cup on May 19, but their status as group win¬ 
ners ensures that they are guaranteed a place in 
the Bowl final at Halifax on July 20 even if they 
get knocked out of the main competition. 

The clash at Rochdale was called off after 
heavy overnight snow on Friday left the pitch 
unplayable, and the match will now be played on 
Monday (3 pm). 

Skolars general manager Howard Kramer said: 
“The snow had affected the stands as well as the 
pitch, and Rochdale felt that there was no alterna¬ 
tive other than to call the game off. 

“With a home league fixture on Friday it’s far 
from ideal to be playing this match on Easter 
Monday, but Joe Mbu [head coach] is keen to get 
it played and avoid a potential fixture backlog. 

“Rochdale also play an important league fixture 
on Friday so were equally reluctant to play three 
days later, but agree it is the best option available 
to the two clubs.” 

Friday sees the London Skolars begin their cam¬ 
paign in Co-Operative Championship One with a 
home match against Hemel Stags (3 pm).
